The Immediate Task 


@ It is not enough for us to be merely anti-communist in this world-wide 
conflict of ideas about freedom. We must be for something; soldiers and 
civilians alike must know that we’re fighting for something. We must so 
completely understand and believe in the democracy we’re fighting for that 
every thought. word, and action contributes towards the survival of ou 
way of life. 


There is altogether too much contrary evidence all around us to per- 
mit us to relax complacently and assume that Americans already understand 
democracy well enough and value it sufficiently. Listen to the grumblings! 
Look at the chiselers! Read the papers! See the authoritarian behavior of 
those who mouth the words of democracy! No... as a people, we Ameri- 
cans do not yet know enough about democracy. We must learn more: we 
must learn better what we already know. 


Fortunately, we have the means if we will but use them: audio-visual 
means for education. This fact provides definite and immediate responsibili- 
ties for every one of us who has anything to do with an audio-visual pro- 
gram—for those who aid in the distribution of films, for those who guide 
others in the use of films, and for those who use them. 

We must use the audio-visual resources we have to teach the 
American people about democracy wherever they are together in 
groups—in school, in church, in club meetings, and in forums. 

The American people must know more about and appreciate our demo- 
cratic heritage, they must fully comprehend the meaning of democracy, and 
they must believe in and practice democratic procedures. There are films 
that will teach them these things. 

The U. S. Office of Education bibliography of “102 Motion Pictures 
on Democracy”* should become our basic audio-visual guide for fighting for 
democracy. It's our basic “What’s What” of the films that must be seen and 
studied now. It gives us a descriptive check list against which film libraries. 
school administrators, church and club leaders can measure their audio-visual 
programs to determine how effectively they are serving their country’s 
needs. 

We don't have to wait for an OW] program this time. We have re- 
sources and energies, and we've alreidy pledged them to the American peo- 
ple in this present emergency. To win in the struggle for men’s minds, we at 
home as well as those around the world must know the real meaning of 
what we are fighting for. We have at least 102 excellent motion pictures 
to use that will teach people about d»mocracy. Let’s use them.

teachers must compensate by improved

What are some of the most common inadequacies 
present-day instructional films of which the user shoul 
be aware and for which utilization procedures must cor 
pensate of be a corrective 

Most available films are not an adequate meat 
presenting completely, systematically, and thorough! 
the topics represented by their titles. This is especially 
true on three counts: (1) Titles are commonly selected 
in order to sell the films. Thus, interesting and géneral 
titles mav be given to films; vet these titles do not 
clearly indicate or delimit their actual content 
should look far bevond the titles to details of con 
and organization in selecting films for use in cout 
of instruction. (2) Generally, present-day films di 
cover a subject thoroughly and completely. ¢ 
trary, treatments are often sketchy

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ficial. Theretore, the principal responsibility for de 
veloping the subject matter under study still remains 
with the teacher, even though one or more films are 
used. (3) Finally, systematically planned series of films 
covering fully large segments or units of study, do not 
exist.
